250TH. CROSSING 


Clippers From America. 
To' Hongkong 


When ‘the Philippine Clipper of Pan American Airways hops 


the marine terminal at Kai Tak on Thursday, it will be 


starting off on the 250th, passenger flight across the Pacific since 
the service was inaugurated in 1935. 


To accomplish this, the Pacific has 
been turned into a vast fying 
laboratory and planes capable oa: 
spanning 2,600 miles of ocean with 
safety and economy have bee 
developed. - 


New fields of weather forecasting, 
radio communication and modern 
civilisation have been brought to 
lonely Pacific islands, until now the 
weekly fight of the Clipper is looked 
upon of an ordinary occurrence, 


These achievements have been an 
eple of aviation pioneering, for tho 
oocration of oceun flying fa far differ- 
ent from the business of overland 
tranport services. Land acroplancs 
have always been in touch with the 
enrth, first by beacons and then by 
radio, and now by beams which give 
the pilot a direct course to follow. 
\ different problem faced the seu 
route Myers. Wherens Jand plane 
vilotage has been governed by the 
stralght Hne course, ocean alrmen 
discovered the shortest and safest way 
to be a cireulfous one where weather 
conditions were most favourable, 


Types of Planes 


In 1020 aviation experts. argued 
that It would be impossible to build 
planes to fly non-stop over long ocean 
hops, but in 1929 a design for a new 
type flying boat wan submitted to the 
Sikorsky company by Pan Amcrican 
airways, The worl: was put In hand, 
and in 1932 the S-40, forcunner of 
the present Clippers, was produced, 
In those days the longest hop was 600 
miles over the Caribbean. The new 
type of plane was ideal for a hop 
of thia distance, but no good for real 
ecean flying. ‘ 


In 10934 Sikorsky brought out the 
S-42, o type of plane which was to 
make the first exploratory fights 
across the Pacifle to Hongkong. — Its 
ratio of useful pnyload to gross 
welght waa 42 per cent, a big increase 
over the carlicr S-40. 


Tn the interval the Martin com- 
vany had been working on speetfiica- 
{lons and o year later, the China 
Cilpper, the first of the present flying 
boats, was produced. In this model 
the ratlo of usoful payload to gross 
welght rose to §4 per cent. To-day 
both models are being used, as well 
uy an S-42B, an improved model. 


Bi-weekly to Manila . 


Regarding the future develooments 
of the Clipper service to Hongkong, 
fiant Boeing planes, capable of carry- 
ing 40 passengers over 5,000 miles 
without stopping, are belng now 
Produced and tested in America. 
The first of these machines Js ex- 
pected to be on the run carly in the 
New Year, cutting at least a day off 
the present time to San Francisco 
from Hongkong, 

It ‘is: anticipated that Midway 
Island, one of the stops, will be cut 
off the schedule whon all the new 
machines are In service. The Island 
would be subordlnated to a weather 
and radio statlon, and for use in time 
of emergency. 

It Is Ikely that the Hongkong- 
Manila part of the service will deve- 
lop into a shuttle one, similar. to the 
Bangkok to Hongkong sectlon of Im~ 
perial Afrways route to London. By 
Unls means bi-weekly services from 
Hongkong to Manila can be envisaged 
uN ry forthcoming development. 
Whether the filght from Guam to 
Hongkong will be made In bne day 
has not yet been finalised, but the 
development of this service to Hong- 
kong seems bound to grow In im- 
portance within the next: twelve 
months,

rooms, She became the owner In 
November last year when the rent 
was $35 for the second floor, and 
thin she had increased to $41, 

In croes-cxamination, witness was 
asked about the rents of similar 
houses in the neighbourhood, and 
she, replicd she did not care what 
other people were doing us she was 
merely minding her own busineas. 
Defendant used n lot of water, she 
alleged, and she had to cover herself 
for the incrensed water rate. 

When asked the original’ rent of 
the hotigm floor, now a shop, wit- 
ness gald she could not remember. 
‘Then: she ogreed that she collected 
fhe rent hersclf but added that she 
cauld ‘not read. In vreply to his 
Lordship, she finally agreed that this 
rent was previously $98. 

Market No Amenity 

Defendant, in the witness-box, suid 
he had occupied the premises for 
four years, and his family comprised 
a wife ond baby. An exactly similar 
floor in the sumo street was charged 
a rent of $42. 

Mr. McCallum objected to this as 
hearsay evidence, and his Lordship 
rointed out that while not accepting 
the figures, he was bound to avail 
iumself of defendant’s assistance 
since the Inndlord had adopted th> 
attitude that she did not know or 
care anything about nelghbouring 


premises and could therefore proffer | 


no information. 

Defendant added that the new 
Government market had made the 
nelghbourhood less pleasant for 
tenants. .

Add pepper and salt and pour into 
a frying pan in which some melted 
(not browned) butter !s ready, For 
a savoury omelectto she added to 
three eggs a dessertspoonful cach of 
chopped onion, chopped parsicy, and 
chopped cooked ham, beating the 
eggs first, then adding the other in- 
geedients. | . 

She did not cease shaking the pan, 
and folded over the omelette while 
the centre was still quite wet. When 
beating the eggs and mixture she 
would count twenty never more, and 
the whisking would be sufficient.

MOSCOW, Nov. 7. 

A GREAT MILITARY. 
PARADE in the presence of 
leading personalities of the 
Soviet Union was held in 
the Red Square here to-day 
on the occasion of. the 21st 
anniversary of. the Bol- 
shevist revolution. 

’ The parade, in which troops of 
all arms participated, lasted 
an hour and a half. Heavy 
artillery and tanks, bombers and 
pursuit planes were prominent 
feature of the show. 

M. Josef Stulin, President of the 
Union Council, M. Molotov, War 
Commlssar Voroshilov, Naval Com- 
mlssar Frinovski, Scerectary of the 
Comintern, M. Dimitrov, Commissar 
for Home Affairs Yeshov, and the 
newly - appolnted Commissar for 
Public Safety, M. Berlya, watched the 
march past of the troops from the 
steps of the Lenin Mausalcum. 

Almost all of the commanding 
gencrals present were newcomers 
who have been promoted as a result 
of the recent “purge”. 

Deputy War Commissar Fedko, who 
had already been missing at previous 
public ceremonies, was again absent, 


JAPANESE ATTACKED 


In a speech to the assembled troops, 
War Commissar Voroshilov vigorously 
attacked Japan In connection with the 
fronticr incidents at Changkufeng 
last summer, and repeated the 
assurance that In the event of un 
enemy attack either in the East or 
West, “The Sovict Union will destroy 
its adversaries on their own 
territory." 

M. Voroshilov concluded by e¢x- 
pressing sympathy and the solidarity 
of the Sovict Union with China and 
Republican Spain... 

Great interest Was aroused in 
Moscow by the fact that an entirely 
new man made his first public ap- 
pearance at the military parade in 
the immediate entourage .of . 
Stalin. He was M, Berlya, who, like 
the dictator himself, is a Georgian, 
and reputed to be a special protege 
of M, StaUn.. 

“It is reliably stated that M. Berlya 
was summoned to Moscow two 
months ago, but hitherto - nothing 
oficial has transpired conceming the 
duties he would be called upon to 
undertake. A clue has now been 
afforded by his appearance at_ the 
parade in the uniform of a “Com- 
missar of the first rank for Public 
Security.” 

When he was originally 
Moscow it had merely been stated 
that M. Berlya would be entrusted 
with a “political mission of the 
greatest Importance," and this had 
given rise to the rumour that he | 
would supersede M..Yeshov ns Com- 
missar for Home Affairs. 

It is still generally believed that 
the appointment of M, Beriya implics | 
restriction of the powers hitherto | 
enjoyed by M. Yeshov, whose; 
uetiviies as head of the G.P.U., do 
not nppear to have jtiven entire 
satisfaction to the supreme authority 
in the Kremlin. d R 

M. Beriya was associated with the 
recent bloody “purge” in Trans- 
cnucasia, and it Is consequently 
surmised that his new appointment 
signifies that the process of “cleaning 
up" throughout the whole of the 
Soviet Union will, if possible, be 
Intensified in the near future— 
Trans-Occan.

Assassination Attempt 


Berlin, Nov. 7. . 

The French’ Foreign Office hus 
been requested to carry out a strict 
enquiry Into the shooting of Herr 
von Rath, third Scerctary of the 
German Embassy in Paris, nnd this 
has been promised, 

A dramatic attempt was made 
thls morning to assassinate Herr von 
Rath, his assailant being a young 
Jewlsh emigrant of Polish nationality 
named Herschel Felbel Grynszpan, 
who fired two shots with o revolver 
nt the yong German diplomut, 
wounding him severely. 

The alleged’ arsailant interviewed 
Herr von Rath fn his office this 
morning, when two shots were heard 
and officinis discovered Herr von 
Rath lying on the floor in a pool of 
blood. 4 

It Is stated that Gryaszpan was 
arrested, and that he was endeavour- 
ing to avenge the sufferings inflicted 
on Jews, especially Polish Jews, who 
had retently been expelled from 
Germany. 

It is expected that an operation on 
Herr von Rath will be necessary. 
He was wounded in the spleen and 
the shoulder—Reuter, 


GERMAN PRESS MILD

T is a sad commentary on human 
nature that the country which 
saw the birth of Christianity should 
now be the centre of the most law- 
less_nctivitics, murder, .and  blood-

Now that our thoughts are diverted 
from the European crisis they are 
turning to the unpleasant situation 
which has arisen in that country. It 
is not ensy to understand how and 
why the diMculties have arisen, but 
they have become so serious that they 
have necessitated the dispatch of 
ubout 15,000 British troops to pre- 
serve order, 

Without going too far back in his~ 
tory one can trace the origin of the 
present trouble in the ‘year 1516, 
when Turkey first conquered the 
country, For four centuries a 
naturally Intelligent people were dis- 
couraged and enfeebled by the ross

At the age of six, however, this 
Precocious child was poring over a 
copy of Bilnd Horry'n “Wallace, 
gifted by a Scota sergeant. From 
this, she says, she “caught an en- - 
thusiosm for Scotland that ever since 
has been ike a principle of Iife.” 
Then a brother officer of her father 
presented her with a copy of Milton, 
With tho result, that the child of 
seven electrified an ~ intellectua) 
gathering by supplying a long and 
apt quotation from her favourite 
“Paradise Lost." 


Careless of Spelling

Many Admirers 

It was a great undertaking for the 
widow of an obscure parish minister, 
saddled az she was with efght de- 
Neate children, It stood to her eredit 
now that she had always been an in- 
dustrious correspondent, 

She had: been accustomed to scnt- 
ter. her verses among her friends 
Without ever troubling to keep a copy. 
These friends rallied to her ald now. 
The verses she hand showered 03s 
largesse in the past were carcfully + 
collected, fnally nppearing in 1803 
under the title, “Original Poems with 
Some Translations from the Gaelic.” 
The lst of subscribers for the volume . 
extended to the unpreeedented num- 
ber of 3,000, 

Mrs. Grant was now fairly luunch- 
ed on her literury carcer, nnd In spite 
of many private sorrows, she con- 
tinued with unfailing: courage in her 
chosen pathway, She was to outlive 
alt her children, execcpting her 
youngest son, who survived to edit 
her memoirs and correspondence. 

OC her many works, the best known 
is her “Essays on the Supcratitlons of 
the Highlands of Scotland with 
Translations from the Gaelic.” Be- 
aides being a very capable and con- 
selentious writers, she was a brilliant 
conversationalist. In her last years 
no Edinburgh gathering was con- 
sidered complete without the witty 
Mrs, Grant of Laggan.

General Chtang Po-Ji, acting Pre- 
nident of the Chinese Military 
Academy, died of a sudden heart 
nttock’ at the age of 67 at Ishar, 
west of Liuchow In Kwongsl, on 
November 4 while on his way to 
Taunyi, Kweichow, on an officlal 
mission, 

A native of Haining, Cheklang, 
General Chiang obtained the rank 
of Slu Tsai in the Manchu regime. 
He gradunted from the Milltary 
‘Academy In Japan and Jater atudicd 
military science In Germony. After 
his return to China, he served As 
Counsellor to General Chao Erh-aun, 
then Governor of Manchuria. Later 
he became principal of the Milltary 
Academy. there, 

In 1036, he went to Europe ogain 
to study military: affairs and nttend- 
ed the autumn’ manocuvres of the 
urmies of various countries, The 
result of this trip was a treatise on 

_ national defence which created 2 
decp impression among the Chinese 
military Icaders, 

Last winter, he made another trip 
to Europe to inspect milltary 
affairs by order of the Natlonal 
Government. He visited Germany, 
Italy, France and England and re- 
turned to China this spring.

settied In the country to consider the 
(uture development from all. points, 
During: his tenure of the office the 
Jews began to say, “Give us our 
natlonal home." The Arabs retorted, 
“Tt is our national home; there ore 
ten Arabs to every Jew In Palestine, 
nnd’ the British Government pro- 
mised that nothing should: be done 
which might prejudice our rights.” 

At that tlme Mr. Winston Churchill! 
wan Colonial Secretary, and he did 
not improve on the Balfour declara- 
tlon, when he announced that) “the 
nutlonallty to be acquired by all 
eltizens of Palestine, whether Jews 
or non-Jews, would be Palestinian 
and nothing else. In order that‘the 
Jewish community sbould have the 
best prospects of free development it 
Is essential that it should know that 
it {gs In Palestine ns of right and not 
on sufferance,” 


‘ 

The Jews resented this because 
they sald they were hencvforth to be 
regarded 15 Palestlnions nnd not as 
Jews, while the Arabs objected that 
they also were to become Palestin- 
fans, and that they presumably were 
to live in the country on sufference 
and not as of right, 

It was an impossible situation, an 
uttempt, to persuade two racially 
opposite people to live in the same 
country on similar terms, and expect 
them to shake hands and become 
bosom friends, | Obviously it slmply 
would not work, and the Britlsh 
Government was faced with a grave 
problem, Should they wipe thelr 
hands and say that the Batfour 
Declaration waa merely a plous hope 
which would not work, or should 
they hand back the mandate to the 
T ue of Nations and admit fallure? 
Neither course commended itself. 


Ten Years’ Trouble 


In Aujust 1929 the natives took the 
matter into thelr own hands, — The 
Arabs attacked the Jews at the 
Walling, Wall in Jerusalem, and dis- 
orders commenced, As a sop, the 
British Government handed over the’ 
area, extremely rich in 

nnd minerals, to an entirely 
Jewish company, although the 
majority of the residents In that dis- 
trict were Arabs, There were fur- 
ther disorders In which hundreds of 
lives were lost. 

The Government thereupon dis- 

itehed a Royal Commission, under 

chairmanship of’ the late Earl 
Peel, to investigate the trouble on 
the spot and to make a recommendite 
tion for a peaceful settlement, They 
reported in brief that the Ambs had 
not been jilven a fair deal, The 
Araby had been driven out in thou- 
sands by Jewish Immigrants and 
robbed of some of the best parts of 
thelr country. On the other hand, 
the Jews insisted that they had been 
promised that Palestine should be 
their notional home. 


The Commission recommended 
that Palestine should be partitioned. 
A Jewish State should be establish- 
ed consisting of Galilee and extend- 
ing along the const from a point be- 
low Jaffa to a point north of Haifa, 
An Arab State should be — created 
consisting of the greater part of the 
south ond enst of the country, and 
there should be a Britlsh corridor 
stretching from the Mediterranean 
inland and including Jerusalem and 
Bethlehem. 


Against Partition 


The solution appealed to 
British Cabinet and to the League 
of Nations, but unfortunately it 
pleased neither the Arabs nor the 
Jews, The Jews declared that the 
repert was definitely in favour of the 
Arabs, while the: latter, intent on 
turning out the Jews, seemed to 
come to the conclusion that they had 
gained much by their obstinacy, and 
that if they continued their obstruc- 
tion they would secure even better 
terms. a

Arab opposition has Increased” dur- 
ing the Inst few months to such an 
extent that the British Government 
have found It necessary to dispatch 
a new Commission under Sie John 
Woodhead, and his report Is expect- 
ed in the course of a few weeks, 

Meanwhile armed opposition on 
the part of the Arabs {is increasing, 
with the result that further troops 
have been dispatched, while the Histh 
Commissioner has returned to Lon- 
don to discuss the situation with 
the Coloninl Secretary.

Criticism Of Methods 
In Africa 


” London, Nov. 7. ° 

British colonial. methods ure sub- 
jected to much adverse criticism In 
a report which Lord Hailey, former 
Governor of Punjub and of-the 
United Provinces of India, has drawn 
up on. the situation in Africa, says 
the ‘diplomatic correspondent of 
Reynolds News. 


The report, which will be publish- 
ed in the next day or two by the 
Royal Institute o International. 
Affairs, reproaches the _ British: 
colonial administration with allowing 
slavery in one form or the other to. 
continue to exist in every African’ 
colony under direct British control. 
This slavery ts passed off as “plans 
of public importance,” but the fact 
remuins, says Lord Halley, that the 
natlves are rounded up and forced 
into doing this work wherever it 
Pleases the authorities to do so.

Hundreds of children are allowed 
to work in goldfields, some of them in 
eleven und twelve-hour shifts. 
The exploitation of the native labour 
power hag become an accepted thing 
throughout the whole of Africa. 


Colonists are accused in another 
passage of the report of grabbing the 
best pasture and farming lands from 
the natives. In South Africa the 
natives ore unable to acquire land 
outside their compounds without first. 
the permission’ of | the 
Governor-General ind the result is 
that these compounds have become 
overcrowded and hot-beds of disease. 

In some districts 00 per cent. of 
the natives are stricken with con- 
sumption,

ERE ure three puddings 
will be welcomed in the nursery. 

For pink cream, pint of milk, two 
ounces: of ground rice, two ounces 
cach of butter and sugar, strawberry 
Jam, nnd. desiccated coconut. Slake 
the rice in cold milk, add boiling 
milk, sugar, and butter, and boll til 
smooth and creamy — about 20 
minutes. Tint pink with  bectroot 
juice or cochineal, pour Into a glass 
dish Ilncd ‘with sirawberry jam, 
seatter coconut aver, and decorate 
with chopped piace cherry. 

To muke chocolate trifle, take’ one 

teacup of butter, half a teacup cach 
of brown sugir ond grated chocolate, 
two teacups cach of golden syrup and 
milk, one tablespoontul of cornflour, 
six sponge cakes, apricot jam, and a 
Mttle cream. Boil, till 
ereamy, and then pour on to sponge 
eakes spread with jam and soaked in 
milk.; Decorate when cold with dabs 
of cream, 
+ The {ngredients of hot convent 
pudding are two ounces of cornflour, 
one ounce of castor sugar, three gilla 
of milk, two cggs, a few ratafias, a

Heat the milk and odd the slaked 
cornflour, boil, stlrring constantly, 
tl ft thickens, then simmer five 
minutes. Cool, and add sugar and 
beaten yolks. Spread Jam in a ple- 
dish, then rataftag, then the mixture. 
Moke a meringue with sugar ond 
atlMy whisked whites, brown golden 
in the oven, and decorate with bits 
of glace angelica and cherry,

Sir Walter always hod a great 
ndmiratlon for Mrs. Grant, and 
along with Henry Mackenzie and 
Lord Jeffrey, he exerted himself to 
secure her a pension from the Civil 
List In her later. years, But she had 
a quarter of n century of striving and 
struggling before this was to come. 
She was one of the first of those 
modern women who adopted author- 
ship as a profession; for, although 
she scribbled all her Wife, it was not 
until the death of her husband, when 
she was in her forty-sixth ycar, that 
she decided to capitalise her literary 
talents.

It was o great undertaking for the 
widow of an obscure parish minister, 
suddied as she was with eight de- 
licate children.

setUled in the country to consider the 
future development from all_ points. 
During his tenure of the office the 
Jews bepxan to say, “Give us our 
national home.” The Arabs retorted, 
“It is our national home; there are 
ten Arabs to every Jew In Palestine, 
nnd the British Government = pro- 
mised that nothing should be done 
which might prejudice our rights.” 

At that time Mr, Winston Churchill 
was Colonial Seeretary,. and he did 
not improve on the Balfour declara- 
tion, when he announced that “the 
nationality to be acquired by aH 
citizens of Palestine, whether Jcows 
or non-Jews, would be Palestinian 
and nothing else. In order that the 
Jewish community should have the 
best prospects of free development it 
is essential that it should know that 
It is in Palestine as of right and not 
on sufferance. 

The Jews resented this because 
they said they were henceforth to be 
regarded xs Palestinians and not as 
Jews, while the Arabs objected that 
they also were to become Palestin- 
inns, and that they presumably were 
to live in the country on suifference 
and not as of right, 

It was an impossible situation, an 
attempt to persuade two racially 
opposite people to live In the same 
country on similar terms, and expect 
them to shake hands and become 
bosom friends. Obviously it simply 
woukd not work, and the British 
Government was faced with o grave 
problem, Should they wipe their 
hands and say that the Balfour 
Declaration was merely a pious hope 
which would not work, or should 
hey hand back the mandate to the 

ague of Nations and admit failure? 
Neither courre commended itself. 


Ten Years’ Trouble 


In August 1929 the natives tool the 
The 
Arabs attacked the Jews at the 
Walling Wall in Jerusalem, and dis- 
orders commenced, As a sop, the 
British Government handed over the 
Dead Sea aren, extremcly rich in 
s and mincrals, to an vatirely 
ewlsh company, altgoush the 
majority of the residents in that dis- 
trict were Arabs. There were fur- 
ther disorders in which hundreds of 
Mves were lost.

The Government thereupon dis- 
patched “a Royal Commission, under 
the chairmanship of the Ite Earl 
Peel, to investigate the trouble on 
the spot and to make a recommenda- 
tion for a peaceful settlement. They 
reported In bricf that the Anibs had 
not been given a falr deal. The 
Arabs had been driven out In thou- 
sands by - Jewish immigrants and 
robbed of some of the best parts of 
their country. On the other hand, 
the Jewn insisted that they had been 
promised that Palestine should be 
thelr national ome. 

The Commission — recommended 
that” Palestine should be partitioned, 
A Jewish State should be establlsh- 
ed consisting of Galllee and extend- 
ing along the coast from a polnt be- 
low Jaffa to a point north of Halfa.

Sydney, Sept. 23. 
A rule almed to eliminate traffick- 
ing in players was introduced to-day 
at n conference of SheMled Shield 
cricket States in Sydney. 


Residential qualification clauses 
have been tightencd, but players, by 
requesting permission, can play for 
one State within 12 months of trans- 
ferring from another State. 

The addition to ShefMfcd Shicld 
rule 7, approved to-day, reads: 

*Should n plnyer who has repre- 
sented his State in ony international, 
Interstate, . second XI, or colts’ 
match, transfer from his State to 
another State, he shall not be eligible 
to play for such latter State in the 
SheMed Shield competition, untll he 
has resided in such latter State for 
one year, unless he has first ob- 
tained permisslon to play prior to 
the expiration of the period of one 
year, either by a majority vote at 
nn interstate conference, or by. the 
majority consent of the associations 
of the competing States.”

A Shnple Recipe 


. Here Is a very simple but xood 
omelette recipe. Put a plece of but- 
ter nbout the size of a walnut In the 
pan and warm. Beat up four cana 
with a Hittle salt and pepper to taste. 
When the butter is warm pour the 
mixture in, shnking the pan all the 
tlme, and Hfting the edges to prevent 
the omelette sticking. When done 
the omelette should be a beautiful 
folden brown. 

The number of different omelcttes 
one can make Is Jegidn, for oli kinds 
of foundations can be used—fine 
herbs, cheese, asparagus, mushrooms, 
spinach, cauliflower, kidney, and’ sv 
on. The following Ss simple and 
tasty. Take two eggs, o gill of milk, 
n teaspoonful of chopped | parsley, | 
and a ittle grated onion juice. 
Whisk to mix thgroughly. Heat 1 oz 
of butter in the pan till smoking hot, 
and pour the mixture In, Run the 
knife round the outside to prevent 
adhering to the pan as before and 
to make the uncooked centre flow to- 
wards the rim. When set fold care- 
fully and serve on a hot dish. 

Yolks and Whites Separately 


There is one school of omelette 
making which declares the yollts ond 
whites must be beaten separately. 
Atany rate, that method is ex- 
cellent for the following ometctte. 
Beat the yolks and then the whites. 
and then bent together for a moment, 
ndding sensoning, to liking. Put the 
butter in the pan, add the eggs, and 
when they are just beginning to sct 
sprinkle ‘with finely grated cheese.

Asparagus Omeletic 


Now that asparagus is obtainable, 
we ought to make one of the most 
delicious of all omelettes, asparagus.

Nursery | 
Puddings 


ERE are three puddings which 
will be welcomed in the nursery. 

For pink cream, pint of milk, two 
ounces of ground rice, two ounces 
each of butter and sugar, strawberry 
jam, and desiccated coconut. Slake 
the rice in cold. milk, add boiling 


milk, sugar, and butter, and boll till +g 


smooth ‘and creamy — about 20 
minutes. .Tint pink with bectroot 
juice or, cochineal, pour into a glass 
dish lincd with strawberry jam, 
scatter coconut over, «and decorate 
with chopped glace cherry. 

To make chocolate trifle, take one 
teacup of butter, half a teacup cach 
of brown sugar and grated chocolate, 
two teacups cach of golden syrup and 
milk, one tablespoonful of cornflour, 
six sponge cakes, npricot jam, and a 
Httle cream. Boll till thick and 
creamy, and then pour on to sponge 
cakes spread with jam and souked fn 
milk. Decorate when cold with dabs 
of cream. 

The ingredients of hot convent 
pudding are two ounces of corntiour, 
one ounce of castor supar, three gills 
of milk, two eggs, n few ratafias, a 
little raspberry’ jam. . > 

Heat the ‘milk and odd the sinked 
cornflour, boll, stirring constantly, 
till it thickens, then simmer - five 
minutes, Cool, and odd sugar and 
beaten yolks.

His Weimar speech breathed his 
detestation of democratic institutions 
nnd ‘traditions. Mr. Greenwoed sald 
he would like to sce. the end of 
dictatorship as it secmed to him that 
only thus could we obtain the “moral 
disarmament" which Herr Hitler had 
‘Jasked for, but which was forelgn to 
the basic principles of dissutisfhed 
dlctatorships.—Reuter. ,
